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The Man on Air 


T Washington Park last Saturday the Arling- 

ton Futurity was won by a colt called Spy 
Song. The story got the usual Associated Press 
handling. Spy Song was an undefeated little 
brown colt. The track was ankle deep. The time 
for six furlongs was 1:12; the winner sizzled. He 
won by five lengths, was a 9-to-5 favorite with the 
crowd of 25,000, and paid $5.60, $4, and $2.80, 
while Knockdown, the second horse, was $5.80 and 
$3.60 and Mighty Story, third, paid $2.40 to show. 
The winner is owned by Charles T. Fisher, Detroit 
automobile body manufactu¢er, who pulled down 
$58,650 as his share of the purse. 

If it had been a big golf match, with a few hun- 
dred or a few thousand people traipsing along be- 
hind two men hitting little rubber balls around a 
dispossessed pasture, it would have been a great 
story, told blow by blow, with full accompaniment 
of statistics, history, economics, and free psycho- 
logical service. 

Since it was only a horse race, it was handled 
by the press like other horse races, a bare, unfur- 
nished recital of things which in two days would 
be forgotten by people not already horsewise. 

Years upon years of this squint-eyed reporting 
make a difference. 

The reporters who looked the second time saw 
a better story. They noted from the program 
that Spy Song was a son of Balladier, one of the 
highest-class horses ever raised at Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm. Balladier’s rae- 
ing was interrupted by early unsoundness, and he 
never got close to the ranks of the Colonel’s Ken- 
tucky Derby winners. He was sold a few years 
ago to Joe Goodwin, a Lexington dealer in Dodge 
automobiles, and stands now at Mr. Goodwin's 
Patchen Wilkes Farm, once famous as a trotting 
horse nursery, home of Peter the Great. 

That wasn’t such a hot story to put on the tele- 
graph wires, perhaps, by the standards of the 
modern press box. But the dam of Spy Song was 
Mata Hari, and nobody who ever saw Mata Hari 
run was likely to forget her. She had the kind of 
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personality that novels are written about. Her 
very existence was owing to the fact that her dam 
had such a will of her own that she couldn’t be 
got off the farm to be bred to a stallion with a 
reputation; the mating was made at Dixiana with 
an unknown sire, Peter Hastings, a great tower- 
ing brute whose legs wouldn’t hold him up long 
enough to race. 

The fire of her dam came down to Mata Hari, 
and even as a yearling we were going out to Dixi- 
ana to see her and make pictures of her. There 
was, even in the way she stood and held her head, 
imperiously, something memorable about her. She 
became an outstanding racer, but one remembers 
not so much her speed as her spirit—all queenly 
when she could queen it, all fire when crossed. 

Maybe you couldn’t put that on the telegraph 
wires, either, for the men who sit in the editors’ 
slots don’t like rhapsodizing. But if one of the 
boys had walked down from the press box to 
where Charles T. Fisher was, he might, if he 
looked very closely, have noted a phenomenon of 
a physical nature. For Mr. Fisher was standing, 
not upon the ground, but about an inch above it, 
resting lightly upon a cushion of air. Such are 
the dignities cultivated by prominent men that, at 
first glance, one might not have perceived the true 
state of affairs; the casual looker would never 
have suspected just what had happened. 

But this phenomenon is well understood by any- 
one who ever achieved anything of the sort which 
Charles T. Fisher had just achieved. (It ought to 
be understood by anyone who ever became a 
erandfather.) He had bred and raced Mata Hari, 
and there, in itself, notwithstanding the fact that 
he did it quite by accident and was virtually 
forced into it, was a solid satisfaction of the kind 
you never take away from a man. Now Mata 
Hari had produced for him a colt of superlative 
class, a colt which set one thinking of the months 
and the years ahead. This puts air under a man’s 
feet. 

You can’t put that in the paper, either. But it 
is true. And at least they could have said that 
Spy Song was Mata Hari’s baby.

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The Yearling Sales 


HE first two sessions of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s auction of yearlings at the pavilion 
on the grounds of the Keeneland Race Course, 
Lexington, had been completed when this issue of 
THE BLoop-HorsE went to press. Since the entire 
sale would have been completed before most of its 
readers would have laid eyes on this issue, there 
was little point in attempting a labored analysis 
of the returns. 

But the early results were enough to indicate 
beyond question that the horse market was in 
keeping with the times. Prices had not ranged 
above $31,000, but the general average was about 
26 per cent higher than for the first two sessions 
of last year.

Monday Afternoon, July 30 


HEN the lookers gathered Sunday afternoon 

at Keeneland there was a fairly comfortable 
feeling among the consignors that the sale would 
be good. But there were doubts in some quarters. 
After the first ten horses were sold and the aver- 
age looked to be better than $5,000 the doubts van- 
ished. 

The first yearling in the ring was a filly by 
*Man O’Night—Baggage Miss from the consign- 
ment of Mrs. John M. Branham’s Foxland Hall at 
Gallatin, Tenn., and it was sold to Cromwell 
Bloodstock Agency for $3,000. 

The largest consignment of the afternoon ses- 
sion was Elmendorf Farm’s 16 head (nine fillies, 
seven colts), which brought $161,200, an average 
of $10,075. This was the highest average for the 
session and the highest prices of the afternoon 
were found in this consignment. Top price was 
the $23,000 which G. D. (Don) Cameron paid for 
the gray colt by Unbreakable—*Forsythia II. 
The only other yearling to bring as much as 
$20,000 was the bay filly by Roman out of the 
stakes winner Misty Isle, which went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward S. Moore’s Circle M Ranch Stable. 
Much interest was shown in the yearlings by the 
successful young sire Roman, whose six daughters 
and one colt fetched $73,600, average $10,514. 

The second highest average of the afternoon 
was realized by Murlogg Farm, which sold two 
fillies and one colt for a total of $24,000, averag- 
ing $8,000.

The buyers too had been there 
before. Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., purchased four 
head, three from the consignment of Lucas B. 
Combs. Cedar Farms, F. W. Hooper, C. C. Tan- 
ner, William Helis, E. L. Fitzgerald, Mrs. Albert 
Sabath, were prominent in the bidding. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Nightingale Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm bought the handsome chestnut colt by Eight 
Thirty out of Decolte for $31,000, the top figure 
for the first stand. This colt was in the consign- 
ment of the Spendthrift Farm of Leslie Combs II, 
who last year acted as agent for Maine Chance in 
parchasing more than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars worth of yearlings. 

Mr. Combs’ seven head averaged $13,143, the 
second highest average of the evening sale. The 
highest average for the session was $18,833 for 
three head consigned by Harrie B. Scott. His 
consignment included the second highest price of 
the sale, which was the $30,000 Joe Paley paid for 
a son of Blue Larkspur—Flaming Swords, that is, 
a brother to Blue Swords.

Notes of the Sales 


Among the smaller items which revealed the 
state of the Thoroughbred market was John 
Muth’s participation. Mr. Muth, a Fayette Coun- 
ty farmer and breeder of Thoroughbreds on a 
small scale, with a beautiful gift of gab and a 
fine sense of humor, used to sit on the front row 
at the Lexington Fall Sales and bid from $25 to 
$75 on anything that came along. In a pinch he 
would go to $100 on behalf of some of his more 
affluent clients. On the first night of the Keene- 
land Summer Sales he was distinctly heard to bid 
$10,000 on one yearling, $10,100 on another. 

Mrs. Corliss Sullivan’s filly by Eight Thirty— 
Cachuca was first eg down by Auctioneer 
George Swinebroad for $3,000. This brought a 
protest from the buyer, David Nossek. Mr. Nos- 
sek, a Miami jeweler who has been racing about 
four years and was making his first appearance 
in the yearling market, wasn’t quite sure what 
had happened but he suspected that by flicking 
the ashes off his cigar he might have raised his 
own bid. (Old-timers at horse auctions keep their 
hands in their laps.) After he had raised an ob- 
jection the filly was brought back into the ring 
and sold again. This time Mr. Nossek bought her 
for $4,000. He still hasn’t figured it out. 

Dr. S. L. Pollack was among the early buyers. 
At his Andemas Farm, Loveland, Ohio, he has 
built a half-mile track where he plans to give his 
yearlings their first lessons. Not a newcomer, Dr. 
Pollack sold his horses at the beginning of the 
war; he plans now to come in again. 

Following the precedent established last year by 
the Breeders’ Sales Company, two auctioneers 
worked at each session, Doe Bond and George 
Swinebroad. At the first session 50 yearlings 
were sold in 110 minutes. 

One of the more frequent buyers in the early 
sessions was Samuel J. Pistorio, of Baltimore, who 
used to build houses and sell them and now builds 
pre-fabricated houses as a war contractor. Six 
horses at Suffolk Downs, racing in the name of 
Mrs. Pistorio, are trained by Don Altman. Mr. 
Pistorio about six months ago bought a farm in 
Howard County, Maryland, and began setting up 
a me alnygpanicony stud. He now has 320 acres in 


the farm, may add more, wouldn’t mind having 
some more broodmares. 

Augustus Swenke, better known as Sarge and 
as the man who trained Alsab, was representing a 
Frank Frankel, of Houston, Texas, oil

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man and friend of William Helis, oil man. 
Swenke made purchases the first day, and served 
notice as to his intentions by going up to $29,000 
for Harrie B. Scott’s brother to Blue Swords, 
which wound up in the hands of Joe Paley, of Los 
Angeles, for $30,000. Graceton Philpot was buy- 
ing for Paley. 

Among the spectators was the new chief of the 
Remount Division of the United States Army, Col. 
Fred L. Hamilton, along with Col. Marion I. 
Voorhees, officer in charge of the Remount’s Lex- 
ington headquarters. Colonel Hamilton, a West 
Point graduate in the class of 1920, has a cavalry 
background, has been with the Remount four 
times, most recently in charge of the Colorado 
Springs office. For the last 40 months, approxi- 
mately, he has been on the staff of General Mac- 
Arthur in the Pacific. In Washington he prob- 
ably will find a tougher job, trying to keep mili- 
tary minds open on horses.

During the midsummer season of 1944 First 
Fiddle was the best horse in active competition. 
He won eight races and $124,105 running in 
handicaps, nearly always carrying top weight. 
His last race of 1944 was in the Continental 
Handicap, where he was beaten only a length, car- 
rying top weight (124) in time that was a new 
record for the stake. In 1945, he was not out 
until June 26, when he was second, beaten three- 
quarters of a length in a six-furlong handicap at 
Aqueduct. His next appearance was in a seven- 
furlong handicap, when he was third, beaten two 
and three-quarters lengths. The distance for the 
following race was extended to a mile and a six- 
teenth; First Fiddle was beaten nine lengths. 

Owner-Trainer Edward Mulrenan then decided 
to reduce the distance for First Fiddle’s next ef- 
fort and started him in the six-furlong Fleetwing 
Handicap, where he was set to carry 122 pounds. 

First Fiddle was away slowly, and was last of 
the nine-horse field at the end of the first quarter. 
When another quarter had been covered First 
Fiddle was still seven lengths back of the leader. 
He then came on the outside and put in a remark- 
able last quarter, running through his field in de- 
cisive fashion, to wear down the pacemaker, Safe- 
guard, and win going away by a neck. 

A calculation based on the chart shows that, 
disregarding the ground lost through making his 
effort on the outside, First Fiddle ran the last 
quarter in about 23% seconds. There can be no 
doubt that First Fiddle is back in form, and will 
have to be reckoned with in the handicap division.

There had been some brisk argument among 
horsemen as to the relative merits of Maine 
Chance Farm’s War Date, unbeaten in three 
starts in 1945, and L. B. Mayer’s Busher, winner 
of four of her five starts in 1945, and second to 
Bymeabond in the Santa Anita Derby. This rival- 
ry between the two daughters of War Admiral 
was settled in fairly convincing fashion in the 
Cleopatra Handicap, when the handicapper asked 
Busher (126) to give War Date (122) four 
pounds. 

Both fillies got away well, with Busher a neck 
back of War Date, which was a head off the pace 
set by Wallflower, at the end of the first quarter. 
Busher then went up to Wallflower, and was only 
a head off the pace at the half-mile. From there 
she began to open up a steadily increasing lead. 
She won from Calumet Farm’s Twosy by four and 
a half lengths. Meanwhile, War Date got in close 
quarters and fell back from second position at the 
end of the first quarter, to sixth at the end of half 
a mile, four lengths back of Wallflower and Bush- 
er. War Date lost a little more ground to Busher 
from there home, but ran over some of the other 
fillies to finish third, beaten six and a half lengths. 

Busher, which now ranks fourth to Top “light 
($275,900), Twilight Tear ($202,165), and Prin- 
cess Doreen ($174,745) among the leading money- 
winning mares of American racing, has run 13 
times, won ten races, finished second twice, and 
earned a total of $165,020. For pedigree and

In the autumn of 1943 Isadore Bieber was walk- 
ing back to his stable with his partner and train- 
er, Hirsch Jacobs, when they happened to pass 
close to where the then 5-year-old mare Moon 
Maiden was cooling out after a race run under 
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the colors of the Millbrook Stable. Her trainer 
warned them to keep a safe distance, as she was 
known to be handy with her heels. This started 
a discussion about her, and after a price was put 
on her, Jacobs inspected her for soundness, Moon 
Maiden was purchased and taken over to the 
Jacobs barn. 

This was the turning point in Moon Maiden’s 
racing career. She had been bred by W. L. Brann 
at his Glade Valley Farm, Frederick, Md. Mr. 
Brann understands as well as anyone that most of 
the stock sired by *Challenger II require time to 
find their racing legs, and he did not start Moon 
Maiden as a 2-year-old. Her 3-year-old campaign 
consisted of two races, the second of which she 
won. Her busy campaigning began as a 4-year- 
old when she made 24 starts, won four races and 
earned $7,350. In the spring of that year, she 
passed out of the ownership of her breeder to 
Longchamps Farm, and later came into the stable 
of S. Massena, who after a time raced her in part- 
nership with a Mr. Auerbach. The next owner 
was Messbach Stable, presumably a stable name 
for Auerbach and Messena. Thence she passed 
into the hands of Millbrook stable, from which 
she was acquired by Bieber and Jacobs. 

Her 5-year-old campaign was much the same as 
her record the previous year, as she started 25 
times won 4 races and earned $8,750. The prin- 
cipal change came in the way Moon Maiden was 
placed. Jacobs evidently had no doubts about the 
mare’s capacity to stay. One week after her last 
start for Millbrook stable, she was a candidate 
for the overnight Flying Fortress Handicap at a 
mile and five-eighths, and obliged by winning for 
her new owners at the first asking. 

Her previous trainers had run Moon Maiden 
over middle distances, such as a mile to a mile 
and an eighth. Jacobs ran her, whenever oppor- 
tunity offered, at longer distances. Even under 
these conditions, she seldom showed a good effort 
if she was well up with the pace at the end of a 
mile. Under the Jacobs system, she earned 
$24,540 in 1944, winning five races, as well as run- 
ning second in the Black Helen Handicap and 
third in the traditional Beldame and _ Ladies’ 
Handicaps. In 1945 she is apparently still im- 
proving, as she has made eight starts, won three 
races, finished second once and third once. 

The top weights for the Comely Handicap were 
Good Morning (120), Plucky Maud (120), the 
1945 Coaching Club American Oaks winner Elpis 
(115), and Moon Maiden (113). Her race was 
run in much the same fashion as most of her best 
efforts. She was not hurried in the early stages, 
lying eighth in the field of ten at the half-mile, 
eight and a half lengths back of the pace. 

In the third quarter, which was run in 24% 
seconds, she closed about two and a half lengths. 
She then began to overhaul the field in decisive 
fashion, as she made up six lengths in the fourth

With Beaugay and Enfilade having competed 
in the Lassie Stakes in Chicago, and Lady Gunner 
and Here’s How remaining in New England, some 
of the best 2-year-old fillies were absent from the 
field which came out for the thirty-first renewal of 
the Demoiselle Stakes.

Swing of the Pendulum 


T is being pointed out with interest in some 

quarters that, as last year we had Twilight 
Tear and Whirlabout as the two most consistent 
3-year-olds, so this season we have Gallorette and 
Busher, and never a colt that can do the same 
thing on two Saturdays. You will remember that 
this time last year Bull Lea was being called a 
“filly sire,” whatever that is; this is now water 
under the bridge since his two 2-year-old stakes 
winners this year, Degage and High Shine, are 
colts. There is not, as far as this bystander can 
see, any significance at all in any of this, except 
that, when you give it time, the pendulum swings. 

If you are in the humor for a sermon, one can 
be preached on the text that a great many of the 
fallacies in breeding lie in a too evident readiness 
to accept coincidences as actual patterns. This, I 
think, is the source from which such theories as 
“nicks” emerge. It is, off the race track, a source 
of a good many other superstitions. It is probably 
the reason a kid who doesn’t know any more than 
to keep his bait in the water, catches more fish 
than the expert who, stuffed full of coincidences 
which he calls experience, spends half his time 
with the bait in the boat, fooling with it. 

Gallorette, anyway, has gone up tremendously 
in public esteem, and a Turf columnist said last 
week that “greybeards’” were comparing her with 
the greatest mares of all time; his list of fillies 
recalled by the “greybeards” ‘included Twilight 
Tear, Topflight, and Vagrancy. Makes you real- 
ize what a slippery thing time is, doesn’t it? 


Notes of the Week 


HE new Empire City feature, the Comely 
Handicap for fillies and mares, drew a rather 
good field for its inaugural running July 25, 
though Ace Card, drawing a really severe weight 
for a 3-year-old against older horses, was with- 
drawn, as were the 3-year-old Segula and the 4- 
year-old Dare Me. For nearly all of the race the 
leader was the *Sir Gallahad III 4-year-old, Dar- 
by Delilah, which began with extreme speed on 
the outside, crossed over and took the rail on the 
first turn. William Helis’ C. C. A. Oaks winner, 
Elpis, came to the same spot in a rather unfor- 
tunate position; Johnny Longden had to take her 
up to get to the inside and avoid a disastrous loss 
of ground, for he was outside three or four horses. 
In the last furlong a very stout challenge came 
from Moon Maiden, a 7-year-old daughter of 
“Challenger II, and was almost thwarted when 
Darby Delilah came out and bumped her. Some- 
body guessed the Darby Dan filly had shied out 
from the gate, which had of course been drawn 
into the infield. But since Porter Roberts was 
whipping her vigorously with his left hand, it 
could hardly have come as a complete surprise to 
him. Anyw: ay, Moon Maiden, very hard ridden 
by Wayne Wright, who seems to be putting up 
powerful finishes this year, managed to rise above 
her difficulties and win narrowly. The guessing 
was that, had Darby Delilah won, she would have 
been disqualified. 
Townsend B. Martin’s *Bankrupt, a 5-year-old 
son of Pay Up, is evidently improving steadily in 
the handicapping field. On July 18 he had 115 
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pounds in a Class C handicap at 1% miles, and he 
beat Le Havre, Saguaro, and Professor Lee quite 
nicely. On July 26 he had jumped to 120 pounds, 
but he was still too much for Eurasian, Legend 
Bearer, and Coronal, though he was giving them 
all weight. The track was off a little, but he ran 
the 146 miles in 1:5645, missing the track record 
only four-fifths of a second. 

The most interesting 2-year-old event was the 
debut of Count Fleet’s brother, Count Speed, on 
July 25. He finished be ‘but not disgraced, 
though he showed none of his brother’s keen 
speed. The winner of the race was William Zieg- 
ler, Jr.’s Game o’ Chance, by Omaha. 


Interim in New Jersey 


REYBEARDS may remember that a long time 

ago, in the spring of 1942, this onlooker 
turned up at Garden State Park, which was then 
in a most admired disorder, about half-way 
through its construction, and afterward hazarded 
the prophecy that Garden State, being in good 
hands, would get along. As matters fell out, it 
was not until last week that there was an oppor- 
tunity to check on this personally. 

I must add Garden State to that rather scanty 
list of tracks—including Keeneland, Delaware 
Park, Pimlico, Belmont, a at which a 
day of racing is a very positive pleasure, quite 
apart from seeing the races. Californians in the 
audience will please sit down; this corner has no 
first-hand knowledge of tracks in the Golden 
State. Garden State was built after we had en- 
tered the war, and the operators were handi- 
capped in many ways in construction. But it is a 
roomy, spacious track, built so that customers can 
see wnat is going on, and managed in a way to 
make them like what they see. And it is not fin- 
ished, by a long way. Gene Mori, president of 
the organization, and Walter Donovan, general 
manager, have two heads full of improvements 
when conditions permit. Some of them are a lit- 
tle startling. Nobody said anything about se- 
crecy, but I think I will let Garden State show 
their ideas first and talk about them afterward, 
this being the basie principle around there. 

Evidently Mr. Mori thought that the years 
might produce a breed of horseplayers who would 
like to sit down, and to guard against this doubt- 
ful eventuality the track has put benches every- 
where. This onlooker, having nothing much to do 
between the end of training hours and the first 
race, made an individual survey of this condition 
and came up with the estimate that there are 
3,096 yards of benches, most of them grouped at 
the end of the grandstand. I do not say that the 
customers make full use of these benches. Your 
true horseplayer is highly suspicious; he is 
haunted by the fear that if he goes very far away 
from a pari-mutuel machine, somebody will load 
it in a wagon and haul it away. But the accom- 
modations are there. 

Did you ever watch a man with a hobby? If 
you asked him to give the same thought and ef- 
fort and loving care to any other business, he 
would refuse with indignation and recite the open- 
ing lines of the Emancipation Proclamation. Well, 
I think this is the way Garden State Park is 
being run. It makes a lot of money, which is no 
doubt gratefully received. It offers very com- 


fortable surroundings to its patrons, and unques- 
tionably this pleases everybody too. But the op- 
erators of the track do not act as if they were 
primarily interested either in the money or the 
public. They just want to get it right.

Editor’s note. A significant feature of today’s 
racing and breeding is the high proportion of new 
breeders, owners, and trainers, unschooled in the 
traditions and practices of a sport which is known 
well to only a few. These new ones, in many lo- 
calities, are eager to learn. It is an obligation 
upon the old ones to help teach them—and to learn 
from them. Hence this forum. 


AM kicking the ball off in this column in the 

hope that others will contribute along the same 
lines, giving the results of their experience, and 
stating problems which they have not yet resolved 
to their own satisfaction. It must not be sup- 
posed that I am writing from a background of 
vast experience, or pronounced success as a breed- 
er, for such is not the case. Like hundreds of 
others, who are breeding in a fairly small way, I 
have a little experience, and a vast deal of curi- 
osity. My feeling is that it would be very helpful 
to the breeders as a group to state their problems 
of management, as well as the answers which 
have been found, even when the answers are only 
tentative. 

It is not my intention here to provide a means 
for releasing my own ideas, but to provoke others 
to state theirs. Within a few days I shall end my 
very brief tenure as an emergency member of the 
staff of THE BLoop-HorsE and retire to my former 
status as one of its interested readers. I shall 
hope that, through a forum of this sort, other 
readers may be persuaded to become occasional 
contributors to discussions of general interest to 
breeders and other horsemen. 


On Breeding Barren Mares 


GREAT many barren mares have a very long 

heat period in the early spring. It is quite 
usual for a mare to show in season right through 
the month of March, and some of them do not go 
out until the end of April. Now, if you breed the 
mare during this long heat period, your chance of 
catching her at the right time is pretty poor, un- 
less you waste your horse by breeding every other 
day or so. If a horse has only a few mares, this 
is all right. But for a horse having a full book, 
it is no good. 

On the other hand, if you wait for the mare to 
go out of season and breed her for the first time 
when she comes in again, this means you will get 
a much later foal. Also, it means that the barren 
mares will pile up on a busy horse the last part 
of April and beginning of May. It would be much 
better if some of these mares could be got out of 
the way earlier. 

If you let mares go out, and come in the second 
time before you have them covered, about two out 
of three of them—if they are healthy—will get in 
foal the first service. This used to be my practice, 
and it worked well. 

Then I read an article in the 1941 British 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, by Fred T. Day, F.

R. C. V. S., called “Infertility in Horses.” Dr. 
Day pointed out that the average duration of a 
barren mare’s heat period starting before April 14, 
was about 15 days, and that covering on the ninth 
and 12th days give the best results. He also said 
that mares in very good condition do not stay in 
season quite so long, and that these should be 
bred on the fifth and eighth days of the heat. 


Going over my records, I found that Dr. Day’s 
figures on the length of the heat period for barren 
mares hold true in this country. However, on my 
farm in Virginia the mares seemed to have a nor- 
mal heat period, if the period began after April 
20, which is about a week later than the turning 
point reported by Day. 

Having some mares in heat for the first period, 
early in the season, and an idle stallion, I tried 
breeding on the seventh day, and the mare got in 
foal, on the 8th day, and had success, and also on 
the 10th day with success. 


I have not made this method of breeding stand- 
ard practice as yet, and have only tried it with 
mares which were in very good condition. The 
number of cases is still so small that I really don’t 
have an opinion about it. I would like to hear 
from other breeders, how they came out if any of 
them tried Day’s scheme. 


To avoid any possible ambiguity, it should be 
made clear that the first estrous or heat period of 
a barren mare in the early spring is generally 
long one, and averages about 15 days. Her sub- 
sequent periods are shorter and normally run 
from five to seven days. Hence Dr. Day’s sugges- 
tion that such mares should be bred differently on 
the first heat from subsequent heats may have 
some merit. 


Comments and contributions on this problem 
will be welcome. 


On Pasture Management 


T used to be a general belief that since the best 

horses were usually reared in so-called “Blue 
Grass country,” bluegrass was the best pasture, 
and there was no need to worry too much about 
anything else. For all I know, this may turn 
out to be correct in the end. But investigations 
into the nutritional value of blue grass at differ- 
ent times of year have cast some doubt upon it. 

During the hot weather in midsummer, blue- 
grass becomes dormant, and often burns to such 
an extent that it looks brown instead of green. 
Since yearlings will gain at the rate of two 
pounds or more a day on the luxuriant pastures 
of May, when grass is making a good growth and 
is almost always green, many-farmers have been 
looking for drought- and heat-resistant plants 
which will stay green and keep on growing 
through the hot dry weather. 

Two farms, at least, in Kentucky have met this 
problem in an interesting way. At High Hope 
Farm, owned and operated by Douglas M. Davis, 
the policy is to turn Thoroughbreds into pasture 
which has in it a great variety of grasses and 
legumes. Lespedeza and red clover both thrive 
in hot weather, and are to be seen in abundance 
in the High Hope pastures. Mr. Davis has the 
idea that different kinds of grasses and legumes 
make their best growth under different conditions 
as regards moisture and air and soil tempera- 
ture, and that horses have a highly developed 
instinct for eating what is best for them. 

In the autumn, after weaning, both mares and 
foals are turned on to fresh pasture which has 
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had no horses on it during the summer. This 
is followed by turning on to autumn-sowed grain, 
either rye, barley, or wheat. The preference 
among these is rye, as Mr. Davis believes it is 
effective in worming horses. 

The pasture policies at the Forest Retreat Farm 
of Dr. Eslie Asbury, at Carlisle, Ky., are much 
the same. The percentage of legumes at Forest 
Retreat looks somewhat higher, and one addition- 
al legume is sowed there that is not in general 
use on other breeding farms. This is sweet clover 
which grows very tall and stands the heat and 
dry weather well. Dr. Asbury believes that sweet 
clover is useful in shading the grass. At the 
proper time, when the grass begins to grow for 
autumn pasture, the sweet clover is mowed and 
left to form humus in the soil as it decays. 

Certainly, if horses can be kept on green feed 
throughout the year, they should thrive better 
than if it is limited to the spring and autumn 
months when bluegrass pasture is good.

They're High There, Too 


ONDON, July 23.—The July Sales were held 

on the 9th, 10th, and 11th of the month, in 
the course of which 231 lots were sold for a total 
of 118,159 guineas. The analysis is as follows:

900 gns.; filly, lot 45, 81 gns.; horse in training, lot 26, 
238 gns. 

It will be remembered that these sales before 
the war, used to consist mostly of yearlings; the 
incidence of a big proportion of horses in train- 
ing, fillies, and broodmares is a comparatively 
new feature of the catalogue. The yearling 
prices, however, continue to afford the best mea- 
sure we know whereby prices in this country 
may be compared with those realized elsewhere 
and I will accordingly deal with them first. 

The first feature to which, perhaps, I should 
call attention, is the high percentage of lots sold 
—105 out of 115 submitted. The little remainder 
of unsold lots were chiefly offered with reserves 
which buyers thought too high. 

The average of 650% guineas (£683) was in 
accordance with the general trend of the market, 
and was registered in spite of the fact that no 
yearlings were offered either by the Aga Khan 
or by the National Stud. The yearlings from 
these two suppliers will not come up until Sep- 
tember. 

The 65012 guineas average compares with 501 
guineas in 1944, and 365 guineas in 1938. The 
July market is always very sensitive to external 
conditions and even in comparatively settled 
times, there seem to be no hard and fast stand- 
ards. By contrast, prices for the yearlings sold 
in September have always been much .steadier. 
The advance, however, is so marked this year 
that there can be no doubt that the trend con- 
tinues to be upwards. We shall, undoubtedly, 
a a substantial four-figure average in Septem- 

er. 

Here are a few notes on high-priced lots ar- 
ranged under their sires: 

BOBSLEIGH (by Gainsborough). A bay colt, a 
February foal, out of Lady Loaningdale, sold for 
3,000 guineas. Loaningdale won the Eclipse 
Stakes in 1933 and was exported to Uruguay in 
1941. 

COLOMBO (by Manna). A bay colt out of Gad- 
about, realized 1,400 guineas. Gadabout is beau- 
tifully bred, and is a daughter of Gainsborough 
and the flying Arabella, by Buchan out of Polly 
Flinders, daughter of Pretty Polly. 


COUP DE LYON (by Winalot). Three yearlings 
were sold for a total of 3,690 guineas. Two of 


them were bought by the Duke of Norfolk, who 
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has a very fast Coup de Lyon 2-year-old this sea- 
son, called Banco, unbeaten and winner of five 


races. 

DONATELLO II (by *Blenheim II). Bay colt 
out of Bread Card, realized 1,650 guineas. Bread 
Card is a daughter of Book Debt, by Buchan out 
of Popingaol. This is Lord Astor’s blood, and is 
of course, good winning blood. The yearling, 
however, owed his high price to the fact that he 
is a half-brother to Rising Light, racing very 
successfully for H. M. the King. 

FELSTEAD (by Spion Kop). Bay filly, a Feb- 
ruary foal, out of Jacaranda, realized 3,600 
guineas. The dam and the grandam have no spe- 
cial credentials, but the third dam, *Altiscope, 
produced winners in England and America. 

GOLD BRIDGE (by *Golden Boss). The pro- 
duce of this sire invariably sell well because most 
of his stock win as 2-year-olds. A colt (un- 
usually well bred and going back to Tilly) 
realized 1,200 guineas. One of the two fillies 
realized 1,750 guineas. 

ORTHODOX (by Hyperion). Bay filly, a Jan- 
uary foal, realized 1,500 guineas. The dam, Fair 
Music, is by Fairway out of Harmony (of no 
special interest), out of Tete-a-tete, a very bril- 
liant sprinter in her day. 

PANORAMA (by Sir Cosmo). A bay or brown 
filly realized 2,300 guineas, and has gone to the 
Rockingham Stud the property of Lord Fitz- 
William. Lord FitzWilliam is one of the young- 
est members of the Jockey Club, and looks like 
being one of our best and biggest breeders in the 
near future. 

PHIDEAS (by Pharos). Bay colt sold for 1,- 
600 guineas. The price was helped by the fact 
that the yearling is brother to a winner called 
Pythagoras. Phideas is not a fashionable sire, 
but he comes from the same family as Solario 
and is a son of Pharos. 

SCOTTISH UNION (by Cameronian). A bay 
filly out of a moderate mare was sold for 1,250 
guineas. 

SIR COSMO (by The Boss). A filly out of 
Brasso, by Beresford, realized 1,500 guineas. This 
is all good winning blood, and fast blood at that. 
Sir Cosmo, now 19 years old, is gradually being 
replaced at stud by his son Panorama. 

STARDUST (by Hyperion). A brown colt, a 
first foal, was sold for 1,850 guineas. The dam’s 
breeding is quite good, but the buyer was prob- 
ably buying to the sire. This was the only Star- 
dust in the catalogue, and was the subject of 
some competition. American breeders should keep 
this young sire, Stardust, well in mind. 

TAI YANG (by Solario). Bay colt out of the 
French-bred Clairvoyante III, by Clarissimus, 
realized 1,400 guineas. Tai Yang only ran twice, 
but won his two races—one at three years and 
one at five. His stud fee is only £75, but he is 
a good sire and gets his share of good winners. 

WATLING STREET (by Fairway). A bay colt 
out of Pusleigh, by Bobsleigh, realized 1,400 
guineas. Watling Street won the Derby in 1942 
and his stock have yet to run. 

WILLIAM OF VALENCE (by Vatout). A 
brown filly, a February foal, realized 1,300 
guineas. The filly was knocked down to Edward 

(Teddy) Lambton. Mr. Lambton has now com- 
pleted his military service and is taking over 
from his distinguished father, the Hon. George 
Lambton [who died July 23]. E. Lambton has 
received a license to train at Newmarket. 

WINDSOR LAD (by Blandford). <A bay colt 
realized 4,100 guineas to the bid of Walter Hutch- 
inson, the well known publisher. This was the 
highest price paid for a yearling at the sales. The 
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dam, Kuan Yin is a daughter of the Derby win- 
ner Manna and Soubriquet, by Lemberg out of 
Silver Fowl. This is a very well known winning 
family. Windsor Lad, of course, is no more. 

WINDSOR SLIPPER (by Windsor Lad). A 
racing-like bay filly was sold for 1,350 guineas 
to Philip Bull, a comparative newcomer to rac- 
ing, and a most enthusiastic race horse owner 
and breeder, as well as being an original writer 
on racing and breeding topics. 

BOSWORTH (by Son-in-Law). A brown colt 
out of the noted race mare Quashed realized 1,- 
700 guineas. I need not remind you that the good 
mare Quashed is a daughter of Verdict, and a 
grand daughter of Shogun, and is not in the Stud 
Book. There is always a big demand, however, 
for this blood. 


DIPLOMAT (by Stratford). A bay filly out of 
Wedding March, by Fairway, was sold for 1,700 
guineas. 


LIGHTHOUSE II (by Pharos). A bay colt was 
sold for 1,450 guineas. His grandam, Soubriquet, 
has been a very successful broodmare. 


Broodmares, Fillies, and Others 


ONE of these were out of the way, the major- 

ity of the best stock usually being sold in De- 
cember. There were, nowever, one or two young 
fillies which had just been taken out of training, 
and which were bought on account of their po- 
tential stud value. These included the 3-year-old 
Oriens, by Hyperion out of Belleva, by Stratford 
out of a Tetratema mare. The blood is not par- 
ticularly good, and Oriens herself did not win. 
Such, however, is the prestige of Hyperion that 
Fred Armstrong, bidding for the Maharajah

A few colts in training, two years and upwards, 
realized over 2,000 guineas, but these may not in- 
terest you at the moment. Hyder Ali a 4-year- 
old colt by Hyperion out of Eclair, by Ethnarch 
out of the famous Black Ray, did not reach the 
somewhat substantial reserve which had been 
placed on him. This is the colt which, as a year- 
ling in 1942, was bought for 8,200 guineas for 
the account of the Aga Khan. He won two small 
races, but was subsequently injured by a lorry, 
and has been:taken out of training. I understand 
that he has since been acquired privately, and 
may go to Eire. 


A Price for Dante 


ONDON, July 17.—My BLoop-HorseE of June 
2 has just arrived (I think the postal authori- 
ties must have discarded sailing boats for steam 
packets; the Atlantic nowadays seems nothing 
more than a duck pond) with Captain Tesio’s ar- 
ticle on the principles of breeding, and the photo- 
graph of Nearco winning the Grand Prix. In it, 
Captain Tesio says, “At the sales, I always buy 
the animal which pleases me most, without follow- 
ing the moment’s fashion.” Captain Tesio is, I 
suppose, one of the world’s greatest breeders, and 
I wish he could be over here to see Nearco’s bril- 
liant son, Dante. He says that if he sees a horse 
he likes he pours out all that his purse will hold. 
I wonder whether he would have made the same 
offer for Dante which Mr. Martin Benson made 
last week. [Captain Tesio buys mares. He sells 
stallions.—Eb. ] 

The offer tcok the form of a simple request to 
Sir Eric Ohlson, the owner-breeder of Dante, to 
sell him for £125,000. It must be admitted that it 
was a handsome offer, but it was politely refused. 
Now, both the owner and the would-be buyer know 
perfectly well that Dante will probably win the 
St. Leger, in September. If he does, Sir Eric 
Ohlson could ask more money for him, and would 
probably get it. If, on the other hand, he is 
beaten without being disgraced, he is still a Derby 
winner, and it is unlikely that his value would 
decline. I still ask myself, “What would Captain 
Tesio do in either set of cireumstances—would he 
buy or would he not?” I am inclined to think that 
he would have been sorely tempted. 

Mr. Benson, as the original purchaser of 
Dante’s sire, Nearco, and the holder of five shares 
in the syndicate, would not pretend, I am sure, to 
rank himself with so experienced and successful a 
breeder as Captain Tesio. He is, however, a first- 
class business man, and has shown himself as 
being capable of applying his business genius with 
full success to matters affecting bloodstock. 

He need not, therefore, bother himself to decide 
whether he likes Dante as an individual. All that 
he need do is to work out a few figures on a piece 
of paper or in his head. I know that he likes 
Dante very much, and it is obvious also that he 
can command the best special advice in England, 
if he wants to. Further, he may have a sentimen- 
tal interest in the colt whose sire has brought 
him such success. I have a feeling, therefore, that 
the negotiations for Dante will be renewed in due 
course. 

Anyway, the present position is that Dante is 
unsold and is, of course, remaining in training. 
His next big race will be the St. Leger, which, by 
the way, will probably be held at York on Septem-

second until the stretch was reached. 


They had 
run the first part of the race at a fast pace, reach- 


ing the first quarter in :22%, and the half in 
:4535. At that point Three Dots was running 
eighth, about five lengths back. In the stretch he 
responded to strong urging, and got up in the 
closing strides to win by half a length in 1:104s. 

Three Dots was foaled March 15, 1940 at J. 
Howard Rouse’s farm in Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky, son of a mare which Mr. Rouse had bred 
but had never broken or trained. (“There was 
nothing wrong with her; she just didn’t look 
very promising.”) When she was a 6-year-old, 
with times beginning to look up a little, Mr. Rouse 
tried to breed her, but she proved barren. In 
January, 1937 he sold her to “somebody from 
out West” and sent her to the Gentry-Thompson 
Stockyards at Lexingten to be loaded for ship- 
ment. At the last minute he discovered that he 
had temporarily lost her registration certificate, 
and the buyer did not want to take her without 
the papers. So Rouse sent her back to the farm, 
bred her to Percentage, and got from her the 
stakes winner Three Percent. Three Dots is her 
second foal. She remains an every-other-year 
breeder, having produced foals in 1938 (Three 
Percent), 1940 (Three Dots), 1942 (Witch Watch), 
1944 (a brown filly by He Did). She was bred 
to Bimelech this year, and Mr. Rouse thinks she 
is in foal. 

Three Dots has started 30 times, won ten races, 
finished eight times second, twice third, earned 
$60,260.

With Devil Diver temporarily on the side lines, 
due to a recurrence of trouble in a fore foot, 
in which a crack has re-opened, the Butler Handi- 
cap brought out the best distance horses of the 
older division now campaigning in the East. 
Stymie had won the Brooklyn Handicap from 
Devil Diver on July 4, running the mile and a 
quarter in 2:02%. He had also been defeated by 
Devil Diver over the same course on a fast track 
in the Suburban Handicap in 2:04, suggesting 
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that in a more slowly run race Devil Diver’s fine 
turn of speed had proved decisive. 

First Fiddle had shown a return to form in 
winning the Fleetwing Handicap, at six furlongs, 
on July 24. *Rounders had won the 1945 renewal 
of the Dixie Handicap in time that was a record 
for the stakes, and had gone on to win the 14- 
mile Sussex Handicap at Delaware Park. In the 
Brooklyn, however, he had been beaten more than 
seven lengths by Stymie. Though *Olympic Zen- 
ith was coupled with *Rounders as the Helis 
entry, and *Haile was coupled with Stymie as the 
Mrs. E. D. Jacobs entry, interest in the race was 
largely centered upon First Fiddle, favorite at 
$1.05 to $1, Stymie at $2.40 to $1, and *Rounders 
at $5.85 to $1. 

At the end of a mile, run in 1:37%5, “Rounders 
was in front, with First Fiddle running fourth, 
about three lengths back, and Stymie sixth, two 
lengths behind First Fiddle. Rounding the turn 
into the stretch, Stymie saved ground on the in- 
side, and First Fiddle came on the outside. In 
the stretch they both pegged back *Rounders, and 
Stymie went on to win by a length from First 
Fiddle, which finished two and a half lengths in 
front of “Rounders. 

Due to the ground lost by First Fiddle through 
coming wide on the turn, the race left open some 
question as to the superiority of Stymie over First 
Fiddle at a mile and a quarter. 

Stymie, a $1,500 claim two years ago, has now 
started 65 times, won 11 races, finished second 17 
times, third 14 times, and earned $158,170. For 
pedigree and family particulars see THE BLoop- 
HorsE of June 9, page 856.

The tenth renewal of the Miles Standish Stakes 
brought together 11 of the best 2-year-old colts in 
New England.

ite, was second by three-quarters of a length from 
General Don, which had been about seven lengths 
back of the leaders after four furlongs had been 
run, and made a good but fruitless effort to wear 
down the second.

Some horses run very much better on turf than 
they do on dirt. A further difference between 
races over grass and on dirt often noted by ex- 
perienced observers is that winners less frequent- 
ly run in front all the way on grass than on dirt. 
This peculiarity of races over turf is so marked 
that the style of race riding on the turf is in 
marked contrast with winning tactics on dirt 
courses. American jockeys who have gone to Eu- 
rope to ride, where all the courses are grass, have 
been forced to change their forcing tactics which 
were so successful on dirt courses. The American 
jockey Danny Maher, who became a great favorite 
in England, used to be criticized severely for leav- 
ing his mounts with too much ground to make up 
at the very end of the race. His fancy finishes 
and short head victories became a by-word. Yet 
the same jockey on dirt courses would probably 
employ pace-forcing tactics. 

In the Grasslands Handicap, run over the turf 
course at Washington Park, Jockey Johnny 
Adams kept Layout in seventh position in the 
eight-horse field. Even after six furlongs had 
been run Layout was eight lengths back of the 
pace. About then Adams began his run. By the 
time they were in the stretch he was not more 
than three lengths from the leaders, and Layout

Spy Song, when he came out for his first start, 
against a field of maidens at Chicago’s Hawthorne 
course on June 6, went to the front like something 
powered by steam, won by 12 lengths, and set a 
new track record of :53% for 4% furlongs. This 
was 1% seconds, or about seven lengths, faster 
than any horse had run the course before, but Spy 
Song wasn’t hurrying. 

In his second start, in an allowance race at 
Washington Park July 21, he ran 5% furlongs in 
1:06 and won by six lengths from a good field. In 
between these two races he had had an attack of 
illness, but as he had been in training pretty 
steadily since he was broken at Dixiana last year, 
he lost little of his overpowering speed. 

In the Arlington Futurity he was favorite, at 
$1.80 to $1, over a field which included three other 
unbeaten colts, Mighty Story, Fighting- Frank, 
and Knockdown, and three others which had not 
finished worse than second. The race had been 
preceded by a heavy rainstorm, and neither the 
big crowd nor the owners and trainers could be 
very confident as to how the youngsters would 
perform over the sloppy track. Spy Song came 
out of the gate quickly from his No. 8 post posi- 
tion. For a quarter-mile h® had competition from 
Fighting Frank and Star Pilot, but after that he 
drew away like a champion. 

All through the last half-mile Spy Song main- 
tained a lead of about five lengths and he came 
to the finish unthreatened. He had run the quar- 
ter in :2245, the half in :46%, the six furlongs in 
1:12. (In the race just previous to the Futurity 
the good 4-year-old sprinter Sigma Kappa, under 
111 pounds, had run six furlongs in 1:12%.) 
Maine Chance Farm’s Knockdown held the place 
by two and a half lengths after having run sec- 
ond most of the way. In third and fourth places, 
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a nose apart, were Mighty Story and Safe Re- 
ward, both of which had been far back in the ear- 
ly running.

He is preparing plans for a 
stud, which he hopes to make worthy of Dante, 
but, if he begins his stud life next year, he will 
probably be accommodated temporarily at some 
establishment in Newmarket. 


A Price for a Season 


Y way of a postscript to the Nearco-Dante 

story, I must relate that the Maharajah Gaek- 
war of Baroda has just paid 4,600 guineas for a 
subscription to Nearco for the season 1946. The 
circumstances were as follows: 

A fund, known as the Bloodstock Industry Fund 
of the Veterinary Educational Trust, was started 
last year—largely as the result of the initiative of 
Mrs. Thurston, part owner of the stallion Lambert 
Simnel—with the object of raising badly needed 
money for research in veterinary medicine. Own- 
ers of well known stallions are persuaded to donate 
nominations to their stallions, such nominations 
to be auctioned for the benefit of the fund. It 
must be confessed that some stallion owners have 
been backward in coming forward, but neverthe- 
less, a considerable sum was raised last year, and 
will be exceeded this year. 

At the Newmarket July Sales, held last week, 
nominations to 12 sires were auctioned, the fol- 
lowing bids being realized, in guineas:

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The total realized was 8,150 guineas. The 
4,600 guineas was paid by the young Maharajah 
Gaekwar of Baroda, the under-bidder being Mi- 
chael Collins, acting for Joseph McGrath of 
Brownstown Stud. The successful bidder has 
been spending considerable sums in_ bloodstock 
during the last few years, and proposes to start a 
stud farm in this country. He is reputed to be 
immensely rich and, presumably, 4,600 guineas 
means very little to him; it was for “charity” 
anyhow. The significance of the deal, however, 
apart from Michael Collins’ intervention, is that 
it was Nearco and not one of the other horses for 
which this fantastic sum was paid. I wonder 
what Captain Tesio would think about it all. 


Nothing very exciting transpired at the July 
Sales proper, which must be the subject of my 
next message. I have not even analyzed the fig- 
ures as yet, but I expect I am pretty safe in say- 
ing that all the averages were up; this, in spite of 
the fact that there were no really outstanding 
lots in the catalogue. The only possible exception 
was the prices realized by the draft of seven year- 
lings sent up from the Banstead Manor Stud. 
This draft included a bay colt by Windsor Lad 
out of Kuan Yin, by Manna, for which Walter 
Hutchinson, the publisher, paid 4,100 guineas, the 
top price of the session. 


SALE OF CASTLETON 


HE 1,072-acre Castleton estate on the Iron 

Works Pike in Fayette County, one of the 
famous horse farms of central Kentucky, has been 
sold by the estate of the late David M. Look, of 
New York, to Mr. and’'Mrs. James B. Johnson, 
of Rochester, Mich. The new owners have had 
show horses and harness horses for some years, 
but have neither bred nor owned Thoroughbreds. 
Present plans do not contemplate further breed- 
ing of Thoroughbreds at Castleton. 


Castleton was owned until about 1913 by James 
R. Keene, and managed by his brother-in-law 
Major Foxhall Daingerfield. From the time the 
first foals by Domino appeared in 1899 until the 
Hughes anti-betting laws closed racing in New 
York in 1910, the Keene stud enjoyed a meteoric 
success. Among the noted horses bred there were 
Disguise, Commando, Cap and Bells (the only 
American-bred winner of the English Oaks), Sy- 
sonby (still regarded by many veteran racing 
men as the best horse seen on the American 
Turf), Peter Pan, the unbeaten Colin, Sweep, 
Black Toney, and Pennant. 

David M. Look bought Castleton from the 
James R. Keene estate and used it for about 34 
years as a nursery for Standardbreds. Castleton 
continued to produce high-class horses under Mr. 
Look’s ownership, including winners of practically 
every important harness stakes, and two winners 
of the Hambletonian, emblematic of the trotting 
championship. David Look’s son Samuel M. Look 
bred a few Thoroughbreds at Castleton during his 
father’s ownership. 

Mrs. Johnson, the former Frances Dodge, of 
Detroit, is an expert equestrienne who shows her 
own string of saddle horses under the name of 
Dodge Stables. She also accomplished the feat of 
riding the great trotter Greyhound to a record 
under saddle. Mr. and Mrs. Johnson will continue 
to reside in Rochester, but hope to maintain a 
home at the farm where they can stay during 
their visits to Kentucky.
